Consider claims 1, 7,15, 21 the art of record does not teach or fairly suggest transforming 
each of the first blocks into a plurality of second blocks by a space-frequency transformation, 
any second block under consideration having a second respective number of samples which 
depend on the resolution of the second block under consideration and which is inferior to a 
predetermined third number containing samples selected according to their frequency. 
Such limitations, as recited in claims 1,7, 15, 21, are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by 
the art of record. 

Claims 2, 3, 5, 8, 9, 1 1, 13, 14, 16-19, 22-25, 27-40, are allowed by virtue of their 
dependency to claims highlighted above.
